He it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Minnesota Territory.

SECTION 1. That there be established at Bellevue, in the county of
Nicollet, Minnesota Territory, an Inslitution of Learning by the name of
" Bellevue Seminary," and that Chas, E. Flandrau, Robert Patterson,
Silas Gates, Chester D. Hill, Elisha W. Sine*, John W. Powell, nod
John Kerns, nod such persons as shall be associated with them, and their
successors in office be and they are hereby created a Inxiy politic arffl cof-
porate, to be styled tho Trustees of the " BelleTue* Seminary," and shall be
Trustees of said corporation, for the pnrposa of establishing, maintaining
aud condncting an institution of learning for the edncatiou of youth, and
by the aforesaid corporate name to remain iu perpetaaJ SDCcession, with
full power to ane and be sued, plead and b« impleaded, to acquire, hold
and convey property, real, personal and mixed, in all lawful ways ; Pro-
tided always, That the amount at any one time, shall not exceed fifty
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thousand dollars ; to have and to use a common seal, and to alter the
same at pleasure ; to moke and alter from time to time snch by-laws as
they may see proper and necessary for the government of said institution,
its officers and agents ; Provided, such by-laws are not inconsistent with
thii act, the Constitution of the United States, or the laws of this Terri- Fowera-
tory, and also to have power to confer on such person or persons as they
shall deem worthy all honors and degree*, as are conferred by similar in-
stitutions in the United States. They shall erect such buildings as they
may think necessary for said institution ; Provided, That at no tune shall
the trustees be required to exceed the means under their control as trustee?.

See. 2. There shall at all times, be seven Trustees, two of whom shall
be members of the Wisconsin Annual Conference of the Methodist Epia- Trmtw*.
copal Church, (or such other Conference as may be formed out of said
conference within the limits where said institution shall he located,) togeth-
er with a Board of Visitors, to be appointed as hereinafter provided.

SEC. 3. No religious tenet shall be required of any person to entitle
him to any or all the privileges of the institution, and no student shall be R*iiniou« un«ti
required to attend the religious worship of any particular denomination,
except specified by the student, his parents or guardians.

SEC. 4. The Trustees shall hold their first meeting at Bellevue, within
six months after the passage of this act; Provided, That if a quorum
shall fail of meeting, the number present shall have a right to organizt, Mmint*.
and at the same meeting legally called and holden, to divide, by lot, the
Trustees, into three classes, two in the first, two in the second, and three
in the third class, which classes shall be numbered one, two and three ;
class numbered one shall hold their office till the first meeting of the board,
class numbered two shall hold their office until the second annual meeting,
and tlass numbered three snail hold their office nntil the third annual
meeting of the Board, and until their successors are appointed. The Trus-
tees at said first meeting of the Board shall hare power to efect a President
of the Board, one Vice President, a Treasurer and Secretary, and then
adjourn to such time and place as they may deem proper to secure a quo-
rum of the Board.

SEO. 6. The President, the Vice President, Treasurer and Secretary
shall constitute an executive committee, nnd as such nball have power onem.
to transact all business committed to them by the by-laws of ihe institution.
The Treasurer before entering upon the duties of his office, shall give bond
in suth penal snm a-s the Trustees may direct, and with such inretiefl as
they shall by voto approve, conditioned for faithful performance of the du-
